EPA Takes Bashing on 
Silver Anniversary

In 1948 a poisonous smog left 20 
dead and 500 ill in the industrial town 
of Donora, Pennsylvania, and in 1953 a 
thermal inversion left 600 dead in New 
York City. In the early 1960s Rachel 
Carson’s prize-winning book Silent 
Spring awakened us to the devastating 
effects that some pesticides, particu- 
larly DDT, were having on fish-eating 
raptors such as eagles and ospreys. By 
1970 our waters were so polluted that 
one river, the Cuyahoga, burst into 
flames as it flowed through Cleveland. 

The first Earth Day, in 1970, 
dramatized these problems. People 
wanted answers. Congress, too, 
demanded solutions. In response, in 
December 1970, President Nixon 
established the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency by consolidating 15 
previously disparate offices into 1 
independent agency. Twenty-five 
years later, the agency is under siege 
from an anti-environmental, anti- 
regulatory Congress. 


Success Has Left 
the EPA Vulnerable 


Like the IRS, the EPA touches us 
all--and often in unpleasant ways. It 
requires us to take our cars in for 
annual emissions inspections, and it is 
threatening even more drastic mea- 
sures if we do not cut our summer 
ozone levels. Our paints and solvents 
have been reformulated to remove the 
volatile organic compounds (VOCs) 
that cause smog--so that turpentine no 
longer smells like turpentine and 
probably costs more. The men in 
protective clothing around the incin- 
erator at Times Beach are another 
reminder of the ubiquitous presence of 
the EPA. 

But the problems of gross pollution 
that plagued us 25 years ago are being 
solved. Our rivers are cleaner and so 
is our air. 

All opinion polls show that the 
public overwhelmingly supports strict 
enforcement of our environmental 
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laws. Surprisingly, the larger chemical 
industries, represented by the Chemi- 
cal Manufacturers Association, also 
support a strong EPA. Referring to the 
severe cuts in EPA’s budget, a recent 
article in Fortune entitled “Hands Off 
the EPA” reported that “industries 
respond to proposed budget cuts for 
the EPA with support for the agency 
and preservation of its funding.” 
Opposition to the EPA comes not 
from the large chemical corporations, 
who are able to cope with a govern- 
ment bureaucracy, but from the extrac- 
tive industries, mining and logging, 
and from small businesses which may 
not have the expertise or resources to 
deal with environmental problems. 


Newer Environmental Problems 
are More Subtle 


As the EPA enters its second 
quarter century, it finds that for many 
of the newer problems even the science 
is not well known. And in the case of 
pesticides and agricultural runoff, the 
so-called nonpoint source pollution 
problems, the polluters are not a few 
large corporations that can be easily 
contacted, but thousands, or millions, 
of farmers and small landowners. 

In recent years the EPA has been 
working toward a more flexible perfor- 
mance-based management philosophy. 
Under the 1990 Pollution Prevention 
Act, industries are encouraged to 
develop their own most cost-effective 
methods to reduce pollutants. Indus- 
tries find that they can reduce pollution 
and save energy by utilizing by- 
products in ways that also reduce 
costs. 


EPA Bears Brunt of Anti-Regulatory 
Fervor in Congress 


An early draft of the House appro- 
priations bill that funds the Veterans 
Administration (VA), the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), and independent agencies, 
including the EPA, contained 17 
“riders” that curtailed EPA’s ability to 
enforce key provisions of the Clean 
Water Act, as well as parts of the 
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Superfund, Clean Air Act, and Safe 
Drinking Water Act. The Senate 
version contained 11 anti-environmen- 
tal riders. The bill that finally 
emerged from a conference commit- 
tee, and was passed by both the House 
and the Senate, contained only 5 
riders, but it did cut EPA’s funding by 
21%, while other governmental depart- 
ments suffered cuts of only about 12%. 

This appropriations bill contained | 
other particularly objectionable provi- 
sion, inserted at the insistence of 
Senator Kit Bond. That provision 
takes away from the EPA its right to 
review wetlands permits issued by the 
Corps of Engineers--permits granted 
under the authority of the Clean Water 
Act which regulates the loss of wet- 
lands. As an operating agency, the 
Corps should not be sole judge of its 
own regulatory actions. 

President Clinton vetoed this 
appropriations bill, and the 2 depart- 
ments and other agencies have since 
been funded through a series of Con- 
tinuing Resolutions (CRs), the latest of 
which expired on March 22. As this is 
written, Congress is reconsidering the 
appropriations bill, and the issue of the 
wetlands permits is a contentious one 
that will be decided by Congress and 
the White House. This has been a 
major issue for the National Audubon 
Society, which has campaigned to 
persuade Senator Bond to remove his 
wetlands rider.

Butterfly Count

A short presentation on the Fourth 
Annual Butterfly Count for the St. 
Louis area will be held at Powder 
Valley Nature Center in Kirkwood on 
Thursday, May 9, from 7 to 8 pm. 
This meeting is for people of all ages 
interested in assisting with the Annual 
Butterfly Count. We will discuss the 
what, why, how, and where of the 
counts near St. Louis. 

The 1996 counts will be conducted 
at Victoria Glade and Valley View 
Glade in Jefferson County and at 
Busch Conservation Area. The counts 


will take place on 3 Saturdays (10 am 
to 1 pm) at all 3 locations throughout 
the season: 

May 18* 

June 22 

September 7 
* Note that the first count at Valley 
View Glade is on May 25, not May 18. 
Other local counts include Powder 
Valley Nature Center and Cuivre River 
State Park. These 2 sites may have 
different count days. 

The annual butterfly counts have 
been conducted at over 10 sites since 
1993. The Missouri Department of 
Conservation, Missouri Department of 
Natural Resources, National Park 
Service, The Nature Conservancy, and 
over 100 volunteers supported the 
counts. 


The information gathered will assist 
in assessing butterfly distributions, 
population trends, and the effects of 
different land management techniques 
on the community. Butterflies, due to 
their narrow feeding habits, are excel- 
lent indicator species to monitor the 
health of natural areas.

National Trails Day 1996 will be 
celebrated in Missouri on Saturday, 
June 1, at an annual rally at Frontier 
Park in the City of St. Charles. 
Greenway Network, Inc. is coordinat- 
ing the event to increase awareness of 
the need to protect and develop trails 
of all kinds. One of the key co- 
sponsors is the City of St. Charles 
Parks and Recreation Department.

space for trails helps to protect natural 
resources and reduce erosion of land, 
while simultaneously enabling nearby 
farming, trade, or home life. Trails 
help to educate everyone about the 
value and importance of the natural 
environment. 

Increasing numbers of trails are 
expected to become an alternative to 
motorized travel. In the future, more 
homes, offices, schools, and shopping 
areas are anticipated to be intercon- 
nected by trails as means of achieving 
and maintaining cleaner air and less 
traffic congestion. 

Support for continuing improvement 
of both the local and national trails 
systems can begin by participating in a 
National Trails Day observance near 
you. Volunteers to help supervise 
activities for the St. Charles event are 
needed.
